Third, Mr. Adair says he believes the Street Car Company will be 
compelled within twelve months to extend its Piedmont avenue line from . 
the Driving Club to the Prado, and thence along the Prado and Peach- 
tree Circle to Peachtree street, as there will be such a strong demand for 
this line. It would tend to relieve the present congestidn on the Peach- 
tree line, it would serve the north end of Piedmont Park, which the city is 
preparing to develop this year, and will prove its most attractive pleas- 
ure ride, partieularly after I have perfected the organization of the Golf 
Club, in which I will not only want their cooperation but that of every 
resident of North Atlanta, as I am preparing to build it not only for the 
benefit of Ansley Park residents, but for theirs also, and think I am en- 
titled to their support and cooperation. 

I had a little fun with the Superintendent of Transportation of the 
street Car Company lately. He and Forrest Adair were standing on the 
corner of Whitehall and Alabama, and I walked up and told him I wanted 
the Company to extend its Piedmont avenue line as above indicated. 
When he told me he would operate the line if I would build and main- 
tain it, I asked how long. He said 99 years, and I said, ‘‘You have made 
a trade; let’s go to the office and sign it up.’’ But after going to my of- 
fice, and finding out from Mr. Ruff that it would be an inexpensive mat- 
ter to build the line, and as I insisted that I was to get my proportion of 
all fares that passed over this part of the line, he backed out, as he saw 
he had made a bad trade. I then told him I only wanted to prove to him 
that it would be a paying proposition from the beginning, and that I was 
willing to pay an equitable proportion of the cost in order to secure the 
line any time within twelve months. They have the matter under ad- 
visement now, but I cannot guarantee yet within what time they will 
build this line.

MAYOR SAYS KEEP 
BACK YARDS CLEAN 


Has Held Conference With Chief 
Jentzen, 


CITY’S DUTY TO DO THE WORK 


Mayor Joyuer Believes a Small Tax 
Levied oun Bach Horse and Cow 
Will Raise Sufficient Sum 
of Money for Sanitary " 
Department, 


Mayor Joyner has hejd a consulta- 
tion with the chief of the sanitary 
department in regard to keeping the 
back yards itn the elty clean of all 
refuse and manure. 

The mayor says he believes it is the 
duty of the city to keep the yards 
clean and that a nominal tax on each 
horse and cow will rajse enough money 


} to carry on the work, 


is no doubt about 
it being the city’s duty,” states the 
mayor, “to have the back yards in 
the city. kept.eclean. Private citizens 
have no time to:run around trying to 
find a dray two or three. times a 
week to hau] off manure. The most 
diligent efforts in this way often fall 
and then nearby neighbors have. to 
suffer as much as the person who 
owns the stock. Chief Jentzen is tak- 
ing a census of all the cows and 
horses in the city, and from what he 
says I think that a fair estimate of 
the number about 15,000. Now, ff 
a small annual tax of only one dollar 
for each cow and horse is levied it 
will be no hardship on anybody and 
will raise $15,000, enough money, 
Chief Jentzen thinks, to keep all yards 
in the city free. of manure. This is 
not only a matter of cleanliness, but 
it affects the very health and lives 
of the people. It is such a matter that 
cannot be tampered with or delayed. 
The heated season is already upon us 
and. the city must make a move and 
at once.” 
Getting His Figures Ready. 

Chief Jentzen says it may be some 
ten or twelve davs before his census 
of horses and cows is completed, and 
that just as soon as he has the figures 
he will make.a bapert to the board of 
health. 

The general council meets next Mon- 
day afternoon and it is probable that 
a resolution will be introduced calling 
for steps to be taken to. raise the 
money needed by the sanitary depart- 
ment. 

It may require an ordinance to levy 
the tax of one dollar. .The matter will 
probably be referred to the tax com- 
mittee or the ordinance may be adopt- 
ed without any reference to any com- 
mittee as the matter is considered 
verv urgent. 

Not only are the members of the 
board of health thoroughly {n earnest 
about Keeping the back vards in the 
city clean, but nearly every practicing 
physician in Atlanta has spoken about 
the matter and has stated that un- 
less the yards are kept clean the city’s 
health cannot be kept up to the 
standard that it should be this sum- 
mer.

CUT IN STEEL 
S ISCUSSED 


Rumors Take More Authortative 


tOrM, 


Delay in Taking the New Step Had 
Depressing Effect on Stocks. .- 
The Union Pacific’s New 
Bond Issue, 


New York, June 8—The long persist- 
ing rumors of a general cut in the 
price of steel products gained more au- 
thoritative form today and it came to 
be generally believed during the day's 
session of the stock exchange that sub- 
stantial reductions would be announced 
immediately for all lines except steel 
rails. The policy of steel trade in hold- 
ing prices has been the subject of vary- 
ing criticism ever Since it was formu- 
lated, and the conviction ig general 
ithat the marking down of prices wi)l be 
the most effective manner of reviving 
activity in the trade. The analogy of 
textile trade is the favorite one to rein. 
force this argument, where curtailment 
ef production, wage readjustment and 
price reductions have had the conse- 
quence of revived demand and large re- 
sumption of productive activity. The 
misgivings over the new step contem- 
plated by the steel trade and which 
were reflected in the depression of the 
day’s stock market have to do more 
with the delay in its adoption than with 
a question of its desirability. The good 
effects which might be felt from the 
ulterior results to be expetced from the 
price cut are likely to be obscured, in 
part. at least, by the record of protest 
coming constantly from official sources 
since rumors first gained currency Of 
the intention to cut prices. These of- 
ficial utterances having taken the form 
of protestations that price reductions 
could not be hoped to revive demand 
and that customers were not desirous 
of concessions, there is left now the 
shadow of the doubts thus implied of 
the efficacy of the step. The fear that 
wage readjustment which must follow 
the price revision may lead to contro- 
'versy in the midst of the national po 
litical campaign is an additional factor 
mitigating against the favorable effect. 
marketwise. of the incident. Of more 
general considerations, attention Was 
attracted to the subject of new capital 
issues by the figures of the heavy flota- 
tion for May and the additional Issues 
ir early contemplation. The May total 
of $166.975.900 new stock and bonds, 
while somewhat lower than April, is far 
in excess of the issues for May of last 
vear. The total of $722,652. 154. to 
which the new issues since the first of 
the vear have arisen, represent an un- 
precedented figure for that period. ‘Tha 
proportion of this new financing which 
is devoted to refunding cannot be as- 
eertained, but the rapid rate of expan - 
sion of capital liabilities at a period 9: 
husiness contraction which naturally 
limits the rate of capital replenishment, 
commands the attention of bankers and 
investors. The additional security pro- 
posed for the Union Pacifie bond issue 
was regarded as significant of the taste 
of investors at this time in that direc- 
tion as much as for the rate of return 
offered. The understanding that the 
Union Pacific bonds would not be 18- 
sued for public sjibscription until the 
middle of the week; kept open the ques- 
tion of what would, be the treatment 
of the market -bv the forces which have 
sought to pave the way for this flota- 
tion when it is fairly out of the way. 
The action of the grain markets, after 
the publication of the government crop 
report. was accepted as testimony to 
the favorable interpretation placed on 
that document, in spite of the qualify - 
ing consideration of weather conditions 
later than the date of making up the 
report. The immediate weather news 
was unfavorable, but its effect was 
overcome by the force of the showing 
of the government report. An excellent 
effect was produced by the report of 
furthen decrease in the number of idle 
freight cars in the two weeks ending 
Mav 27. which was Offered by the 
American Railway Association, the re- 
duction of 22.505, bringing the number 
down to 381,904, compared with a max~- 
imum of 413.338 reported on April 29. 
The early strength in stocks was con- 
nected with this report. The later re- 
covery was due to the government crop 
report and its effect on the wheat.mar- 
gr were steady.

Government’s Figures on Condition 
of Crops Had Bearish Effect. 
Was Issued Just Jefore 
the Close of the 
Market. 


Chicago, June 8.—A bearish govern- 
ment crop report caused a sharp break 
today in wheat prices on the local ex- 
change, the July delivery closing at a 
net loses of | 1-4@! 3-8c. Corn was 
down 3-4c. Oats were |! 3-4c lower. 
Provisions “were 2 !-2c lower to 2 1-2c 
higher. 

The government crop. report was 
made public fifteen minutes prior to 
the close of the session. It placed the 
condition of winter wheat on June | 
at 86 per cent of a normal crop, which 
is a loss of 3 points since May |. Spring 
wheat was estimated at 9.5, or a gain 
of 6.3 during the month of May. The 
total area sown to spring wheat was 
shown to be 3.7 per cent more than 
was sown last year and the totai of 
winter and spring wheat was esti- 
mated at nearly 100,000,000 bushels in 
excess of the total crop harvested last 
year. The general selling which fol- 
lowed the publication of these figures 
caused a decline of nearly one cent in 
the final moments of trading, but the 
market had previousry become quite 
weak because of a general expectation 
that’the report would indicate a large 
crop. The market opened firm, because 
of general rain in Oklahoma and Kan- 
sas, but weakened toward the end of 
the’ first hour. The close was weak 
and near the lowest point. July open- 
ed !-4c to 3-8c higher at 87 1I-4c to 
87 3-8c, advanced to 87 3-4@87 7-8c, and 
then declined to 85 3-8c. The close was 
at 85 6-8@85 3-4c. The visible supply 
decreased /,541,000 bushels, Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal 
to’ 566,000 bushels. Primary receipts 
were 515,000 bushels, against 335,000 
bushels on the same day last: year. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago re- 
port receipts of 350 cars, against 30! 
cars last week and 567 cars one year 
ago. 

The corn market was firm early in 
the day, because of rains in various 
sections of the corn belt. Later a weak 
tone developed because of the decline 
in wheat and the announcement that 
449 cars will be received here tomor- 
row. The market closed weak and 
near the lowest point. July opened 1-8c 
to |-4c higher at 67 5-8c to 67 3-4c, ad- 
vanced to 68 1-8c, and then declined 
to 66 5-8c. The close was at 66 3-4c. 
Local receipts were 280 cars, with 17 
of contract grade. 

Oats were weak ‘all day, chiefily hbe- 
cause of the character of the govern- 
ment crop report and the expectation 
before it was published that it would 
prove to be of a bearish nature. Ac- 
cording to the official statistics, the 
condition of oats is 92.9 per cent of a 
normal crop and the total yield is es- 
timated at 1,020,000,000 bushels.
